DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious a catheter comprising the limitations 
recited in claims 1,11, and 15. The recited catheter includes a reinforcing sleeve which 
is fixed relative to an outer tube of the catheter which is a feature that is not disclosed in 
the prior art. The recited catheter provides a catheter with additional distal support and 
avoids higher strain in the more proximal portions of the catheter.
